J. and C. H. Mayo, Dr. MeNevin, 
Nurses Jamie and Schilier and Mrs. 
John Sullivan and Miss Sullivan 


watched the spark of life flicker and 
go out. 

“He is gone” they g@aid. <A flood 
of tears and sobs of agony, then the 
faithful wife fell upen the inanimate 
ey which in life had been all in all 
to her. 

The scene in the death chamber was 
most pitiful. The governor was con- 
scious almost to the end. He seem- 
ed to realize that he was dying, but 
then, as‘during the days of pain and 
suffering, which preceded, he did not 
speak of it. He feared to accentuaie 
the grief of the one who was praying 
God to save him to her.

W. H. HAYWOOD IN CALGARY, 


Man Who Was Charged With Complic- 
ity in Steunenberg Murder Tour- 
ing Country. 


Calgary, Alta., Sept. 21—The Cal- 
gary Trades and Labor council last 
night élected J. A. Wolfe to the chair 
of president in place of J. A. Carter, 
resigned. A. G. Skelton was elected 
vice-president, 

W. H. Haywood, fotmer secretary 
of the Western Federation of Miners, 
and whose name is known all over the 
civilized world for his connection with 
the trial in Idaho of George Petti- 
bone, Chas, H. Moyer and himself 
for complicity in the murder of Gov, 
Steunenberg, of that state, arrived ia 
the city last night. Haywood is here 
to conduct a meeting in Sherman’s 
rink tonight, and when asked the ob- 
ects of the meetings which he has bten 
conducting continuously since his re- 
lease irom prison two years ago last 
July, after being incarcerated for 
eighteen months, stated that it was 
“to rouse the working classes to the 
necessity of organizing both in the 
industrial and political field.” 

Haywood has been in Western Can-

Montreal, Sept. 20.—The  citizena 


of Montreal piled up overwhelming 


majorities foday in the vote on the 
referendum as to the constitution of 
a board of contro) and the reduction 
of the number of aldermen. The 
English west end of the city joined 
hands with the Freach wards of the 
east and emphatically came out in 
favor of a betterment of conditions, 
which proved before the. Royal Com 
mission to be rotten to the core. The 
total majority in favor of a reduction 
of aldermen was 17,000 and the ma- 
jority for the board of contro! 16,000, 

It wag a veritable clean sweep, 
every ward and subdivision rolling 
up large majorities in favor of  re- 
form, 

The third question of the ballot, 
regurding the creation of a commis- 
sion of public works, was negatived 
by a decisive vote. The fears that 
the voters would not go to the polls, 
which were entertained, were  dis- 
pelled today ,although the vote was 
tuken on the municipal list of a year 
ago and there was some confusion, 
The vigorous campaign put up »y 
the Citizengy Committee and _ thi 
daily newspapers of the city, both 
English and French, succeeded in 
rousing the people, and the oppon- 
ents of the board of control and the 
reduction of the aldermen were com- 
pletely snowed under by the aval- 
anche of French and English votes all 
favoring the change, 

The supporters of the reform move- 
ment are jubilant tonight over what 
they consider to be the most  em- 
phatic deelaration ever given by any 
city in favor of better administra 
tion,

GRAIN EXPORTS FROM CANADA. 


Wheat is Great Staple Export— 
Figures For Three Years. 


Ottawa, Ont., Sept. 20.—The Cen- 
sus and Statistics Monthly publishes 
records of the exports of grain from 
Canada in the years 1900, 1905 and 
1908. Of wheat, Canada exported in 
1900, 9,359,640 bushels; in 1905, 41,- 
905,937 bushels and in 1908, 45,879,068 
bushels, Of oats, Canada exported 
for the first year 8,106,680 bushels} 
for the second, 3,869,302 bushels and 
for the third, 4,829,025 bushels. Of 
barley, Canada exported for the first 
year 2,412,972 bushels; for the second, 
982,738 bushels and for the third, 
2,707,154 bushels. Wheat is obvious- 
ly the great staple of Canada’s grain 
exports, but in 1908 she exported 
about 10,000,000 bushels of flour, 
which makes her total for that yeat 
about 56,000,000 bushels, or only 
18,000,000 bushels less than the total 
quantity of wheat inspected for sale 
in the Northwest provinces,

Thus Describes This Year's Crop 
—Has Toured Province. 


Hon. W. T. Finlay, minister of 
agriculture. has returned from a week 
spent in touring the agricultural 
fairs in the province and sums up 
his observations of this year’s har- 
vest by saying that it is the “biggest 
and earliest that the province has 
ever known.” 

“The spring wag late,” said Mr. 
Finlay to the Bulletin, “but as soon 
as it opened up there was a glorious 
spell of good weather and the gra‘n 
did not have a day's set back from 
the time it sprouted uptil it was har- 
vested. When the ripening stage ap- 
proached the grain ripened quickly 
but there was sufficient moisture in 
the soil due to the apportune rains, 
to have everything ripen well. In tais 
respect Alberta and Saskatchewan 
seem to have been particularly favor- 
ed. In Manitoba dry weather during 
the growing months reduced the crop 
prospects considerably and several 
bushels per acre have had to be tak- 
en off the first estimate of the grain 
yield. 

Great Crop at Medicine Hat. 

“The Medicine Hat country is an 
example of how Alberta has prospered 
this year. There the crop was poor 
last year on account of the hot winds 
and dry weather. Thie year the dis- 
trict: has had no set back and a mag- 
nificent crop has been harvested.” 

Mr. Finlay was glad to state that 
since the July crop report of the de- 
partment of Agricuiture, the winter 
wheat has come along so well with 
the splendid summer that the yield 
will ‘be greatly in excess of the es- 
timate which was 1,500,000 bushels 
for the province, He would now eati- 
mate the winter wheat yield at 2.000,- 
000 bushels, The July crop report is 
alse considered very low for other 
grain crops and would stand consid- 
erable inflation by the time the crop 
was all harvested. He though the 
farmers of the province were, getting 
more grain and more money for ‘t 
than ever before. 

Asked as to the progress the 
harvest Mr. Finlay said that very 
little grain remains to be cut and the 
north country is ahead of the south. 
This was owing to the faet that « 
great many of the farmers reseeded 
their winter wheat fields to~Spring 
grain and waited until a late date be- 
fore they decided to do so. 

Damage From Hail Slight. 

"The province has suffered very 
littie from hail this year,” said Mr. 
Finlay, “only a few districts have 
been affected but the area is not as 
large nor the damage as complete as 
in other years, The weather con- 
ditions, which were ideal for the 
growing crop are however conducive 
to hail storms and although a few 
have suffered they have had to do so 
for the good of the many.” 

Mr. Finlay remarked that the past 
summer has been ideal dor dairying. 
The output of the government cream- 
eries would nearly approach if not 
exceed that of 1906 which was the 
banner year. Prices have been excel- 
lent, although the opening of the 
season indicated that values lower 
than 1908 would prevail. This was 
found to be true to a certain extent 
but not as much as was feared. 

Speaking of the private creameries 
Mr. Figlay said that the returns were 
more s&tisfactory to the farmer as 
the output had also been large. Like 
the creameries the cheese factories 
of the province were steadily growing 
and had an output this year larger 
than ever before.

Three Hundred Men and Women 
Fight For Positions in Front of 
the Land Office—Public Opinion 
Against System Which Allows 
Brute Strength to Win Preced- 
ence.

Lethbridge, Alta., Sept. 20.—An- 
other wild land rush took place at 
the land office this morning, when 
over three hundred men and women 
battled frantically for positions near 
the first choice of some Southern Al- 
berta land. Eight townships, south 
of Winnifred and Seven Persons and 
north of Bad Water Lake, a district 
the Lethbridge-Weyburn line is ex 
pected to traverse, were opened for 
entry.

Immediately the hotejs 
and houses were empied of folk in all 
sorts of costumes. Then it ‘was dis- 
covered that only a tug had arrived 
from Battle Harbor which just chan 
ed to enter port alongside of a Swed- 
ish tramp ship.

The demand for Portland Cement in Canada has increased remark- 
ably during the last five years, In 1904 the total cosumption of 
Portland Cement in the Dominion was 1,694,988 barrels, of which 784,- 
630 barrels were imported. In 1908 the consumption, notwithstanding 
the general industrial depression, was 3,134,338 barrels, and no less 
than 3,495 361 barrels were manufactured in Canada. Existing trade 
conditions indicate that the cogsumption during 1909 will largely ex- 
ceed that of 1908. 

The increase is not abnormal, nor due to merely local causes, In 
the year 1888, it is estimated that less than 200,000 barrels of Cement 
were manufactured on the North Amertcan Continent; and the enor- 
mous growth of the business is shown by the fact that in 1908 ap- 
proximately 55,000,000 barrels were there produced. The manufacture 
of Portland Cergent commenced in Canada in 1888, but until 1904 the 
importations into Canada of the foreign product exceeded the Can- 
adian production. .

FOSTER'S WEATHER FORECAST. 


Severe Storm Predicted For Closing 
Days of Month. 


Washington, D.C., September 20.— 
Last bulletin gave forecasts of a 
disturbance to cross the continent 
16 to 20—warm wave 15 to 19, cool 
wave 18 to 22. Vhis disturbance was 
expected to follow very low — tem- 
peratures and the average tempera 
ture of week centering on 18 to be 
unusually low, with killing frosts fur- 
ther south than usual, 

The next disturbance will reach 
Pacific slope by ¢lose of 22, great 
central valleys 23 to 25, eastern states 
26. In connection with this  dis- 
turbance a warm wave will cross 
Pacific slope about 21, great central 
valleys 23, eastern states 25, and a 
cool wave will cross the Pacific slope 
about 24, great central valleys 26, 
eastern etates 28.
